WASHINGTON, Sept. 20 - (*)- 
John L. Lewis’ contract with North­ 
ern soft coal mines expires at mid­ 
night Saturday, but there was still 
hope a strike due Monday could 
be. averted.

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Child Problems 
and Solutions 
By GARRY CLEVELAND MYERS. PhD 


Year by year, more and more 
children living only a few blocks 
from school are hauled there by 
parents in 
cars, or by school 
busses. 
I 
Something may be said for ! 
driving the kindergarten and first 
grade child for safety reasons on 
any day and especially on stormy i 
days. 
But regularly to haul the older 
child who lives less than a mile 
from school is to render him over* 
dependent and to deny him of 
wholesome outdoor exercise. More­ 
over, for some children to be haul­ 
ed to school while other children 
walk can make the hauled children 
feel superior, hampering g o o d 
school growth in democracy. 
Furthermore, at some elemen­ 
tary schools on any school morn­ 
ing there may be so many cars, 
some driven by parents who don’t 
observe good traffic rules, as to 
im pair safety for all the children 
arriving at school. 
Many an elementary principal 
tries in vain to prevail on parents 
who live close to the school to let 
these children walk. 
* * * 


MOST HIGH school children live 
farther from school than do t h e 
younger children. Yet it’s amazing 
how many high school youths drive 
the family car or their own to 
school less than a mile away, or 
from greater distances, even when 
there are busses or trolley c a r s 
available. 
While a few of these youths are 
safe drivers, most of them are pot. 
They often load their cars heavily 
with other students and thus in­ 
crease the hazards to all of them . 
At noontime they may take a 
crowded car of schoolmates for a 
jaunt about the neighborhood, when 
dangers to the riders and pedes­ 
trians run very high. 
The prevailing urges in a h i g h 


school youth to drive to school are 
prestige among his schoolmates, 
pomp and privilege, usually most 
harmful to the student with the car. 
If the student drives the family 
car the parents may be incon­ 
venienced. The father may walk 
to work and the mother to m ar­ 
ket in order to let the son or 
daughter have the luxury of driv­ 
ing the family car to school. 
And as for letting a high school 
student own a car to drive to 
school, how* absurd! Barring the 
few instances when a youth lives 
at a great distance from school and 
far from common transportation 
lines, the high school student has 
no more need of a car than he has 
of a rhinoceros. 
His parents, however wealthy, 
would he kind to him and all other 
persons of the community if they 
let him have no car. 
Q. Sometimes when Daddy or I 
make a casual s t a t e m e n t our 
daughter, seven, will say, “ That’s 
not correct because my teacher 
say»—.” What can we say then? 
A. When such used to happen in 
our home, w*e made it a rule to 
reply, “ Your teacher knows.” 
Q. Our son is always talking back 
to me. Howf can this be stopped? 
A. Quit talking back to him.

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Child 
and 
Problems 
Solutions 
By GAR R I CXE VELAND MYERS. PbD 


Year by year, more and more 
children living only a few blocks 
from school are hauled there by 
parents in cars, or 
by school 
busses. 
Something may be said for 
driving the kindergarten and first 
grade child for safety reasons on 
any day and especially on stormy 
days. 
But regularly to haul the older 
child who lives less than a mile 
from school is to render him over­ 
dependent and to deny him of 
wholesome outdoor exercise. More­ 
over, for some children to be haul­ 
ed to school while other children 
walk can make the hauled children 
feel superior, hampering g o o d 
school growth in democracy. 
Further rn ore, at some elemen­ 
tary schools on any school morn­ 
ing there may be so many cars, 
some driven by parents who don’t 
observe good traffic rules, as to 
impair safety for all the children 
arriving at school. 
Many an elementary principal 
tries in vain to prevail on parents 
who live close to the school to let 
these children walk. 


MOST HIGH school children live 
farther from school than do t h e 
younger children. Yet it s amazing 
how many high school youths drive 
the family car or their own 
to 
school less than a mile away, or 
from greater distances, even when 
there are busses or trolley c a r 
available. 
While a few of these youths are 
safe drivers, most of them are not. 
They often load their cars heavily 
with other students and thus in 
crease the hazards to all of them. 
At noontime they may take 
crowded car of schoolmates for a 
jaunt about the neighborhood, when 
dangers to the riders and pedes­ 
trians run very high. 
The prevailing urges in a h i g h 


school youth to drive to school arc 
prestige among his schoolmates, 
pomp and privilege, usually most 
harmful to the s tu d e n t w ith the car. 
If the student drives the family 
ear the parents may be incon­ 
venienced. The father may walk 
to work and the mother to m ar­ 
ket in order to let the son or 
daughter have the luxury of driv­ 
ing the family car to school. 
And as for letting a high school 
student own a car to drive to 
school, how absurd! Barring* the 
few instances when a youth lives 
at a great distance from school and 
far from common transportation 
lines, the high school student has 
no more need of a car than he has 
of a rhinoceros. 
His parents, however wealthy, 
would he kind to him and all other 
persons of the community if they 
let him have no car. 
Q. Sometimes when Daddy or I 
make a casual s t a t e m e n t our 
daughter, seven, will say, “ That’s 
not correct because my teacher 
says—.” What can we say then? 
A. When such used to happen in 
our home, we made it a rule to 
reply, “ Your teacher knows.” 
Q. Our son is always talking back 
to me. How can this be stopped? 
A. Quit talking back to him.

brains that have no heart cannot 
lessen the scourge of war. It can 
but increase it in any future 
widespread conflict. 
The few missiles tested so far 
by the U. S. Navy in the Korean 
laboratory are already old-fash­ 
ioned and interim weapons. They 
were old pilotless battle planes— 
drones—fitted with 
a 
television 
eye and electronic 
brains. Es­ 
corting piloted planes, hovering 
out of range of ground gunfire, 
directed the drones visually to 
their targets. 
Their 
big 
advantage: 
They 
merely enabled the escorting fli­ 
ers to bomb enemy 
positions 
more accurately without risking 
being hit by anti-aircraft f i r e 
themselves. 
This advantage would be nulli­ 
fied, of course, in a real all-out 
air battle as the escorting planes 
would be under attack from en­ 
emy fliers, 
America has better weapons— 
still secret—than these drones, 
and the drone-bombings in 
Ko­ 
rea can be regarded only as an 
experimental expedient designed 
to test equipment and cut pilot 
losses. 
Weapons at present are in a 
transitional 
stage, 
a 
compro­ 
mise between those used in the 


last war and those foreseeable in 
the not-too distant future. 
The 
drone of today probably bears as 
much resemblance to the drone 
of tomorrow as a World War I 
observation balloon does to a 
B-36 bomber. 
The pattern of what lies ahead 
probably was given by the Ger­ 
mans in their siege of Britain in 
1944 and. 1945 with buzz bombs 
and V-2 rockets launched from 
the European mainland. 
Put a television eye. an elec­ 
tric brain, and an atom bomb in 
a transcontinental rocket a n d 
you will have true push-button 
warfare—and this nightmare goal 
does not seem impossible to a 
scientific generation that appears 
able to invent everything except 
peace. 
A “ kamikaze robot” such 
as 
this has all the soldierly qualities 
a general most admires — the 
ability to report back its exact 
position at any moment, g i v e 
him a view of the battlefield, 
obey any order with perfect dis­ 
cipline, and attack without hesi­ 
tancy. 
With armies of thove flying 
robots under their command, a 
general in a dugout near Mem­ 
phis and a general in a bunker 
near Minsk could play rival key­ 
boards of destruction on their en­ 
emy cities. Push a button. Mos­ 
cow* crumbles. Push another but­ 
ton, where is Washington7 
lf this be a dream, it is the 
dream of grownup children to­ 
day to be able to do just that. 
And step by quickening step there 
is a growing ability to m a k e 
that dream come true 
Heroism and responsibility 
in 
war threaten to go the way of 
medieval chivalry. For no man 
can build a heart into a machine, 
and the battling rocket rol>ots—if 
they 
ever 
are 
unleashed—will 
pick their victims with the same 
conscience shown by a tornado.

Breast Feeding Best For Baby 
And Benefits Mother As Well 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
MOST physicians and psychi­ 
atrists will tell you that breast 
feeding Is far better for an in­ 
fant than a cow’s milk formula. 
Healthy babies can be raised on 
a formula when breast feeding is 
undesirable for some reason, but 
this requires extra cart and 
watchfulness by parents and doc­ 
tor as well. 
The benefits to the mother 
from breast feeding are Just as 


doctors so that he can relieve 
their minds on this point. 
Many women feel they are too 
“worn out” to nurse their baby 
after giving birth. It is of utmost 
importance for these women to 
get plenty of rest after delivery. 
Sometimes, however, this feel­ 
ing of exhaustion is really men­ 
tal, not physical. The mother 
must then be protected from dis­ 
turbing situations and visitors 
who do more harm than good.

Immune to Diseases 
( 
As for the babies, they are less 
susceptible to childhood diseases. 
M other’s milk contains sub­ 
stances that make the chHd imi 
mune to many diseases, Just at 
the time when he could least re­ 
sist them. After the child has 
been weaned, he has to be vac­ 
cinated against these diseases. 
The breast-fed child usually 
grows better and has better gen­ 
eral health than the bottle-fed 
baby. And, of course, breast feed­ 
ing is more economical, and usu­ 
ally more convenient. 
Many mothers refuse to nurse 
their babies, however. They have 
many excuses—their busy club

Mother's Privilege 
After all, breast feeding Is a 
privilege reserved for mothers, 
and it can be a very rewarding 
one. If more women realized its 
importance to themselves and 
their infants, they would insist 
on this method of feeding. 
The tender, loving care which 
the mother gives an infant, par­ 
ticularly during breast feeding 
when she is h id in g the infant in 
her arms and against her body, is 
not only important for the in­ 
fants physical welfare but for 
developing In him a feeling of 
security of being wanted which is 
Important for his future mental 
health.

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EUROPE’S FUTURE 
OSWALD SPENGLER^ CONCEPT of 
“The Decline of the West,” so popular 
three decades ago, was based upon the sup­ 
position that Europe's power and influence 
had receded, that traditional Europe, with 
its internecine wars, economic and social 
deterioration and lack of significant polit­ 
ical ideas, could have no future. 
Yet even after a second World War, 
fought after Spengler wrote his discourag­ 
ing thesis, Europe still retains the powerful 
economic resources which it received from 
the hands of nature, as well as the tech­ 
nical skills developed through centuries of 
production and experimental science. 
Despite the wreckage of World War II 
and intense social and economic pressures, 
Europe can again be made a going con­ 
cern. That is the belief of the current crop 
of European statesmen, who appear to be­ 
lieve that to achieve this goal unification 
is necessary. 
The foreign ministers of six Western Eur­ 
opean countries hope that this can be ac­ 
complished and propose to attempt it. That 
is the significance of their proposal for a 
Western European confederation now, to 
be achieved through the organization set 
up to administer the steel-iron pool of the 
Schuman Plan. 
Britain will cooperate, but not partici­ 
pate, in this attempt at political unifica­ 
tion. Can Europe pool is sovereignties and 
economies in a powerful and autonomous 
unit in international affairs, extirpating the 
will to dominate which has plagued Europe 
for centuries?

These Days 


It has become customary in this country 
to take an idea and turn it into a bad word. 
Those who play with semantics call such a 
word a symbol; actually, it is an old trick, 
one of the oldest in public relations. It is 
like making Herbert Hoover the symbol for 
a deep depression, although no objective 
economic history from 1920 to 1932 can pos­ 
sibly fix such responsibility on him. 
The Taft-Hartley Law, passed in 1947 by 
the 80th Congress, was a measure to re­ 
place the Wagner Law, which had been pre­ 
pared by Lee Pressman, who has since con­ 
fessed that he had been a member of the 
Communist Party. At the moment of the 
passage of the Act. a committee of Con­ 
gress was appointed to watch its operations 
and to propose such amendments and 
changes as might become necessary. 
President Truman vetoed the Act and it 
wras passed over his veto by Congress, 
Democrats as well as Republicans overrid­ 
ing him. This incensed theLittle Man, who 
has refused to employ many of its provi­ 
sions and who has renamed it, “The Slave 
Labor Act,” which is a cheap trick of a 
vindictive mind. 
The C.I.O., which has prospered during 
the existence of the Taft-Hartley Law. is 
viplently opposed to it. The C.I.O. wants no 
law or a reversion to the Wagner Act as 
prepared by Pressman when he was the 
C.I.O.’s lawyer. 
Now, along comes Adlai Stevenson, who 
proposes the rewriting of the Taft-Hartley 
Law. He does not go along with Harry Tru­ 
man. He says: 
“I don’t say that everything in the Taft- 
Hartley Act is wrong, it isn’t. And more­ 
over, I’ll say frankly that I don’t think it’s 
a slave labor law', either. But I do say that 
it was biased and politically inspired and 
has not improved labor relations in a single 
plant. 
“We must have a new law and my con­ 
clusion is that we can best remedy the de­ 
fects in the old law by scrapping it a n d . 
starting over again. What should be retain­ 
ed from the old law' can best be written into 
the new law after the political symbolism 
of the Taft-Hartley Act is behind us.” 
No one can object to the amendment of 
any law on the statute books. It is done ev­ 
ery dav when Congress is in session. But 
note w'hat Stevenson really says in those 
two paragraphs: he w'ants to scrap t h e 
Taft-Hartley Law because it has become a 
bad symbol.

So, Foint 3. He advocates out­ 
lawing unfair bargaining practices 
by unions or employees. 
Point 4. He rejects the labor in­ 
ju nction ; that is, he reduces all la­ 
bor management relations 
to 
a 
function of the executive branch of 
the government without judicial re­ 
view. This is Fascism. 
Point 5. 
Here Adlai 
Stevenson 
gets stuck. He is required to make 
a constructive suggestion, but this 
is what he says: 
“ I have no miracle-drug solution 
for 
this 
problem. 
I am clear, 
though, that 
where 
the Govern­ 
ment m ust intervene in these pri­ 
vate disputes, its purpose must he 
not just to stop the strike, but to 
see that the dispute gets settled. 
“ I am clear, too, th a t, the new 
law 
must 
recognize 
that 
these 
emergency cases are always differ­ 
ent. It’s a proven mistake for Con­ 
gress to prescribe in advance the 
sam e old patent medicine for all of 
them .” 
Mr. Stevenson is a lawyer He is 
presently the Governor of a state 
and has to sign or veto legislation 
dealing with a vast number of sub­ 
jects. Few of the laws passed fit 
every imaginable case, even laws 
concerning murder, rape and bur­ 
glary. 
That 
Is 
why 
offenders 
are 
brought into courts to be tried by 
a judge and jury, where they can 
be defended by counsel in the pre­ 
sence of 
the 
public 
and 
press. 
That is why, under our concept of 
human values, acts of legislation 
are subject to judicial review*.
